Dr. Starnes Gives Seniors 
Seven Guides for Success 


The results of a recent opinion 
survey conducted by Rep. Frank 
Calhoun were released this past week 
and they are rather interesting. 
Nearly 5,700 people responded to the 
survey which in itself is rather sur­ 
prising. 
Of the 15 questions asked on the 
survey, quite a few were rather close 
but on several the replies were very 
one sided. Such subjects as state 
personal income tax, penal code 
reform, the right of state and public 
employees to strike and complete 
financing of local schools seemed to 
draw almost unanimous decisions in 
the survey. 
Subjects that seem to have the 
people responding split pretty well 
down the middle were bringing more 
items under the sales tax rather than 
increasing the rate, state corporate 
income 
tax, 
permanent 
voter 
registration and welfare payments. 
Those responding favored an in­ 
crease in the state sales tax to raise 
must revenue by 3,661 to 2,449; op­ 
posed taxing more items by 2,813, 
2,597; and felt that Texas industry^ 
does not carry its fair share by 2,927 
to 1,625. 
Opposed corporate income tax, 
2,500 to 2,307; opposed personal in­ 
come tax, 4,928 to 551; favored annual 
sessions, 3,836 to 1,244; and favored 
permanent registration, 2,859 to 2,637. 
Favored extending the vote to 18 
year olds, 3,427 to 2,137; opposed 
Daylight Saving Time, 3,438 to 2,057; 
opposed cutting welfare payments if 
all waste and fraud eliminated, 2,842 
to 2,455; and opposed the right to 
strike for public and state employees 
4,089 to 1,227. 
Favored revising and codifing 
Penal Code, 4,359 to 665; opposed 
liberalized laws governing abortions, 
2,734 to 1,625; and opposed the state 
paying IOO percent of the cost of 
public school education, 4,319 to 1,028. 
The last question asked where the 
state could best reduce expenses and 
the responses to this question 
repeatedly spoke of the welfare 
problem and suggested cutting the 
rolls and to insure that all able bodied 
persons work. 
Faced with raising property taxes I 
was surprised that so many opposed 
the state taking over more of the cost 
o| the local schools. I feel that the 
problem here is that school financing

Hamlin Goes W est— 
Hoase Redistricting Bill 
Divides Jonas County 


lf the redistricting bill passed 
by the House Friday withstands 
court tests, Hamlin will be in a 
different district from most of 
the rest of Jones County. The 
northw est corner of Jones 
County, which will include 
Hamlin, will move into the 83rd 
district, represented now by 
Renal Rosson of Snyder. 
The balance of Jones County 
will join with Stephens, Palo 
Pinto, Callahan, Shackelford, 
and parts of Jack and Wise 
Counties, to form the 53rd 
district. 
Hanna, 
from 
B reckenridge 
in 
Stephens 
County 
presently serving this 
district. 
Jones County will move out of 
District 62, represented at the 
present time by Grant Jones 
and Frank Calhoun, both of 
Abilene. Calhoun will continue 
to represent 
Abilene, 
while 
Jones will get the remainder of 
Taylor County and four other 


counties to the west plus a part 
of Midland County. 
However, the redistricting 
plan passed by the House after 
eight hours of debate faces 
severe tests in the court to 
determine its acceptability. One 
case has already been filed, and 
Harris and McLennan County 
representatives, unhappy over 
their redistricting plan, have 
served notice they will bring 
suit. 
No change is expected in 
either the State Senatorial 
district or the Congressional 
district for Jones County with 
the county to continue to be a 
part of the districts served by 
David 
R atliff 
and 
Om ar 
Burleson. But both of the 
districts will undergo several 
changes. 
Both districts will be enlarged 
with some dropping off of 
counties and the addition of 
others.

10% Net Increase— 
School District Raises 
Values Lowers Rate 


Supt. C. F. Cook announced 
this week that the Board of 
Education of the Hamlin In­ 
dependent School District voted 
in a recent meeting a IO percent 
increase in taxes on property 
within the district to meet the 
increased costs of the coming 
school year. 
The Board voted to increase 
property 
values from 
the 
present 35 percent of market 
v alue to 50 percent and to lower 
the tax rate from the present 
$1.85 to $1.41. This increase in 
values and lowering of the rate 
will bring in about IO percent 
more revenue to balance out the 
IO percent increase 
in 
the 


budget, according to Supt. 
Cook. 
Increased costs cited by the 
board for its actions 
were 
property taxes, teacher raises, 
a new school bus and other 
miscellaneous expenses. 
Insurance for the schools will 
cost $7,000 more this year and 
the teacher raise on the State 
level will cost the local district 
another $6,000. A new bus will 
cost the district $6,000; interest, 
utilities and materials an ad­ 
ditional $900; and supplies and 
repairs, $3,000; bringing the 
total 
estim ated 
additional 
money needed to finance the 
school during the coming year 


to $22,900 
This is about IO percent more 
than was in the budget this past 
year and the increase in values 
and lowering of the rate is 
expected to bring in about IO 
percent more revenue for the 
school. 


Under the new schedule a 
$15,000 home or IOO acres of land 
valued at $150 an acre will he 
taxed an additional $8.62 a year. 
A $10,000 home or IOO acres of 
land at $100 an acre will ba 
taxed an additional $5.75 a year. 
Taxes on a $7,500 home or IOO 
acres of $75 land will coat aa 
additional $4.31 a year.

Dr. Starnes Gives Seniors 
Seven Guides for Success 


The results of a recent opinion 
survey conducted by Rep. Frank 
Calhoun were released this past week 
and they are rather interesting. 
Nearly 5,700 people responded to the 
survey which in itself is rather sur­ 
prising. 
Of the 15 questions asked on the 
survey, quite a few were rather close 
but on several the replies were very 
one sided. Such subjects as state 
personal income tax, penal code 
reform, the right of state and public 
employees to strike and complete 
financing of local schools seemed to 
draw almost unanimous decisions in 
the survey. 
Subjects that seem to have the 
people responding split pretty well 
down the middle were bringing more 
items under the sales tax rather than 
increasing the rate, state corporate 
income 
tax, 
permanent 
voter 
registration and welfare payments. 
Those responding favored an in­ 
crease in the state sales tax to raise 
must revenue by 3,661 to 2,449; op­ 
posed taxing more items by 2,813, 
2,597; and felt that Texas industry,^ 
does not carry its fair share by 2,927 
to 1,625. 
Opposed corporate income tax, 
2,500 to 2,307; opposed personal in­ 
come tax, 4,928 to 551; favored annual 
sessions, 3,836 to 1,244; and favored 
permanent registration, 2,859 to 2,637. 
Favored extending the vote to 18 
year olds, 3,427 to 2,137; opposed 
Daylight Saving Time, 3,438 to 2,057; 
opposed cutting welfare payments if 
all waste and fraud eliminated, 2,842 
to 2,455; and opposed the right to 
strike for public and state employees 
4,089 to 1,227. 
Favored revising and codifing 
Penal Code, 4,359 to 665; opposed 
liberalized laws governing abortions, 
2,734 to 1,625; and opposed the state 
paying IOO percent of the cost of 
public school education, 4,319 to 1,028. 
The last question asked where the 
state could best reduce expenses and 
the responses to this question 
repeatedly spoke of the welfare 
problem and suggested cutting the 
rolls and to insure that all able bodied 
persons work. 
Faced with raising property taxes I 
was surprised that so many opposed 
the state taking over more of the cost 
of the local schools. I feel that the 
problem here is that school financing

The balance of Jones County 
will join with Stephens, Palo 
Pinto, Callahan, Shackelford, 
and parts of Jack and Wise 
Counties, to form the 53rd 
district.

County 
presently serving this 
district. 
Jones County will move out of 
District 62, represented at the 
present time by Grant Jones 
and Frank Calhoun, both of 
Abilene. Calhoun will continue 
to represent Abilene, while 
Jones will get the remainder of 
Taylor County and four other 


counties to the west plus a part 
of Midland County.

10% Net Increase— 
School District Raises 
Values Lowers Rate 


Supt. C. F. Cook announced 
this week that the Board of 
Education of the Hamlin In­ 
dependent School District voted 
in a recent meeting a IO percent 
increase in taxes on property 
within the district to meet the 
increased costs of the coming 
school year. 
The Board voted to increase 
property values from the 
present 35 percent of market 
value to 50 percent and to lower 
the tax rate from the present 
$1.85 to $1.41. This increase in 
values and lowering of the rate 
will bring in about IO percent 
more revenue to balance out the 
IO percent increase in the 


budget, according to Supt. 
Cook. 
Increased costs cited by the 
board for its actions were 
property taxes, teacher raises, 
a new school bus and other 
miscellaneous expenses. 
Insurance for the schools will 
cost $7,000 more this year and 
the teacher raise on the State 
level will cost the local district 
another $6,000. A new bus will 
cost the district $6,000; interest, 
utilities and materials an ad­ 
ditional $900; and supplies and 
repairs, $3,000; bringing the 
total 
estim ated 
additional 
money needed to finance the 
school during the coming year 


to $22,900. 
This is about IO percent more 
than was in the budget this past 
year and the increase in values 
and lowering of the rate is 
expected to bring in about IO 
percent more revenue for the 
school. 


Under the new schedule a 
$15,000 home or IOO acres of land 
valued at $150 an acre will be 
taxed an additional $8.62 a year. 
A $10,000 home or IOO acres of 
land at $100 an acre will be 
taxed an additional $5.75 a year. 
Taxes on a $7,500 home or IOO 
acres of $75 land will cost an 
additional $4.31 a year.
